Th« 
land was bought at the current price 
and on the usual terms, and the 
fraudulent statements of Montalbetti 
land for nothing nor on more favour- 
eble terms, but simply to establish 
his rights of priority to be permitted 
to purchase it on the usual terms. 
And on the evidence of the Com.nis- 
sioner of Dominion Lands the state- 
ments in question did not even ac- 
complish this. These were not the 
grounds upon which his rights were 
determined, and their removal con- 
sequently could not affect these 
rights. j
